TEL AVIV, OcL 5 — Israeli na- 
val_ vessels shelled the environs ctf 
Beirut tonighL an army ^pedeesman 
announced. The action was an ap- 
parent si^ial to Syria to su^ sbeU- 
mg Christian quarters of BeinjL 

The ^Icesman said that Isradi 
vessels fired on a Palestinian guer- 
rilla naval base in southwestern 
Beirut, north of the internationa] 
airport. No caraalties were iron- 
ed. 

The announcement gave no de- 
tails on the number or type of riiips 
taking part in the action, Imt it said 
that me firing was directed at a na- 
val base ran by el-Fatah, the main 
militaiy arm of the Palestine Liber- 
ation Ot^anizaton. In the past, Is- 
raeli mUiiary actions against l^es- 
tinians in Lebanon have bera seen 
as warnings to ^lia to restrain its 
attacks on the Ij^hanac^ Oinetian 
militias. 

In Beirut, the offidal Lebanese 
radio said that three gunboats fir^ 
on the Ramlet Baioa residential 
quarter and tboi withdrew as Syr- 
ian artiUeiy (q>eDed fire on them. 
No CTsuafties or darnage were 
reported. 

the Isradi defense minister, Ezer 
Weizman, said that the army radio 
station would be making a rq)on 
bKnorrow at an emergency meeting 
of parliament's defense and foreign 
affairs committee. 

The attack was the first substan- 
tiai Israeli intervention in Ld>anon 
ance Mardr. when the army took 
over the southern fifth of the coun- 
try to elxminaie guerriOa bases.

Shelling in Beirut 
Continues 4lh Day 

BEIRUT, OcL 5 (AP) — Syrian 
gunners poured heavy anlBery fire 
on ri^ust Christian ndghborhoods 
here today for toe foi^ .straight 
■" " day uSiite L^baneseoffidalspuirm 
tbor bo^ on a French-proposed 
peace plan to end the renewed 
fighting. 

Witnesses nsported that a three- 
day assault by isradi-badced ri^t- 
ists failed to win control oi two^ 
bridges that cmnect tbe nonfaean 
approaches to tbe capital and vital 
snpidy routes to its eastern Chris- 
tian sectOT. 

Rightists conceded that 60 Chris- 
tians were kiUed and 120 wounded 
in today’s bombardment of Beirut’s 
Christian sector and plush moun- 
tain resorts inland from the Medi- 
terranean. But spokesmen gave no 
breakdown of militiamen and Lil- 
ians aiwftng the rictims. 

The Jurist Vmce of Lebanon 
said in a morning broadcast that 
more than 700 persons were IdBed 
or wounded during the previous 24 
hours. There was no indqiendent 
verification of this figure.

For Israel-Egypt Treaty 

Ddyan Asserts Talks 
Tied to Sinai Only

JERUSALEhl, OcL 5 (WP) — laadi Foreign Minister Moshc Duvan 
said today that the purpose of next week's Nlidtoe East peace negotiations 
in Wasfai^ca will be to reach a separate treaty with Egypt, and that the 
outcome is not depoident on progress on the West Bank arid Gaza 
autonomy issue. 

"We are going to n^tiate a peace treaty between Egypt and l.^rael. 
and that is the main issue," Mr. Daynn said upon leaving here for New 
York, where he will addr^ the United Nations General .Assembly on 
Monday. He was to meet today with U.S. Secretary of State C.vrus Vance 
and return Washington for the peace calks sdieduled for Thursday. 

There has been some mprtoenrion here that the Egyptian delqiation 
might atteirot to link tbe Sinai Peninsula issue with the future of the West 
Bank and C^oa, thereby jeopaidmng tbe conclusion of a separate peace 
treaty within three months, as coll^ for in the Cai^ David summit 
agreements. 

Two-Element Talks

Tbe impact of the challenge to 
the Somoza family dynasty is all 
the greater because of the iradiiion- 
aliy dominating role of Gen. Somo- 
za in Central America.

In Ni- 
caragua all sectors of the pc^a- 
lion — business, church, trade 
unions and guerrillas — are united 
in the campaign to oust a family 
dynasty, but elsewhere tbe struggle 
is against an entire political system

This contrast is evident even 
within the guerrilla movements of 
the remoQ.

In El Salvador, with most politi- 
cal parties weakened by years of 
repression, the main opposition to 
the military regime headed by Gen. 
Carlos Humberto Romero comes 
from a broad-bas^ coalition called 
the Popular Revolutionary Blcc. 
which includes peasant, teacher, 
student and s«:|^uatter groups. 
Linked to pro^essive sectors of the 
Roman Catbolic Church, the bloc 
has grown rapidly in the last iwx-i 
years despite constant barassmenL 
Recently it held a demonstration in 
support of the Nicaraguan opposi- 
Uon. 

In Guatemala, the labor move- 
ment has also become significantly 
more militant in ibe last year, and 
has held long strikes affecting hos- 
pital and public-transport workers. 
This week seven people were killed 
policemen during demoostra- 
tions ugoinsi a rise in bus fares, and 
strikers at a Swiss-owned cement 
factory held the Swiss ambassadc'r 
hostage for five days. 

Honduras, Nicaragua's imnicdi- 
ate neighbor to the north, bos little 
industry, but it has a strong 
peasant miivement linked, os in El 
Salvador, to progressive sectors of 
the church. The movement has

No Guerrilla MoTement 

Ln contrast with El Salvador and 
Guatemala, there is no guerrilla 
movement in Honduras, and suc- 
cessive military govcrumenis there 
have generally 'oeen more tolerant 
of critidsoL But the junta headed 


bv Col. Policaipio Paz Garcia has 
clamped down on tbe use of Hon- 
duran terroritory by the Sandinista 
guerrillas. 

To the south of Nicaragno. Costa 
Rica and Panama have reacted dif- 
fercntly lo the bloody offensive tc 
oust Gen. Somoza.' Recognizing 
that popular sentiment in their 
couniries strongly favors the end of 
the Somoza dynasty. President Ro- 
drigo Corazo in Costa Rica and 
Gen. Omar Torrijos in Panama are 
undisguisedly helping the Nicara- 
guan opposition. 

In rite short run. the tense mood 
of Central America may affect tbe 
outcome of the mediation effort by 
the United Slates. Guatemala and 
ibe Donunican Republic to bring a 
p^eful solution to the Nicaraguan 
crisis. Although Washington favors 
Gen. Somoza's early resignation in 
favor of a transitional government, 
Guatemala scans ceruun to defend 
the besieged president's interests. 

The mediators from tbe three 
countries are expected to sian their 
work in Managua this weekend 
Their first task may be to reach a 
consensus among themselves on 
their objective. 

Outride Troops 

Arguing that communism will 
threaten all of Central .America 
should he be overthrown. Gen. 
Somoza may call upon £l Salvador 
and Guatemala to send troops to 
Nicaragua under the aegis of the 
Central American Defense Council, 
a regional defense pact organized 
by the United States following the 
Cuban revolution. Already, in facL 
there are strong, though uncon- 
firmed, reports of Salvadoran and 
Guatemalan soldiers fighting 
alongside the Nicaraguan National 
Guard. 

^^'heLhe^ any "domioo theory" 
could eventually apply in Central 
America is clearly still a matter of 
speculation, but most analysts in- 
cline toward the view that the Ni- 
caraguan crisis is the result of spe- 
cial conditions that do not exist 
elsewhere. 

But. given the interwoven nature 
of Central Amnican aaiions' histo- 
ries. politics and economics, the 
outcome of the Nicaraguan conflict 
seems certain to be a watershed in 
the entire development of ‘me 
region.

Militancy Grows Among Untouchables. f 


By William Borders 

NEW DELHI, (NYT) — In a 
primitive, grey mud village south- 
east of here, a woman who bdongs 
to India's untouchable minority 
was raped by two hi^i-caste 
Hindus reoently as punishment be- 
cause her husband bad dared to ac- 
cept an allotment of land from the 
govenunenL 

The assault, sketchily repented in 
the press and perfunctorily investi- 
gated by the police, was just anoth- 
er statistic in the andoit catalogue 
of repression that has kept the un- 
touchables firmly imprisoned at the 
bottom of the Hindu social hier- 
ardiy for centuries. 

what made the case unusual, 
however, was that a few days later 
the aggrieved husband and a group 
of other untouchables retaliate lor 
the attack by raiding the 
caste nagbbmhood m the 
badly beating several caste Hindus 
and setting fire to a number of 
huts. 

like other recent instances of 
untouchables defying tradition by 
fighting back against uyustices. tlK 
case illustrates a new and growing 
mfliianqr among the nntmidiahle^ 
after centuries of pasave accept- 
ance of one of the winld's most 
miserable conditions.

If no unforeseen difBrulrigg are 
eaoouaiered in these two iriants^ 
the RussiatiR plan to start construe- 
tion in 1983 m a third breeder that 
will more than double their bn^ 
er-pToduoed riectiie capadqr. 

The United States d^ not ' 
ate a breeder dectiic dant anc 
no firm plans to btw one. Mr. 
Carter ordered a halt to the pro- 
posed beeder reactor at Qradb 
River, TeniL, which would have 
produced 500,000 Idknvatts of pow^ 
er. 

ProduceFuel 

In generating electricity, breeder 
reactors produce more plutoninm 
fuel than they anH flm s do 

not rely on what many view as a 
dimhushing snpiriy of uranium. 
Critics of the reactors complain 
that the plutonium thm prodnee 
can also be used to make nudear 
weapons. In addition, plutonium is 
an ex trem ^ toxic elaueaL even in 
microscopic quantities. 

Mr. Carter opposes devdopmeot 
of the breeder plants because of the 
posribUity that the plutomnm they 
produce will cause proliferation of 
nuclear weapons, and he ha« urged 
other nations to fdlow suit He has 
also defeied indefinitely U.S. pl^ 
to produce plutonium for civilian 
use. 

“We don’t see any difficulties 
moving to plutonium,” said Mi- 
khail Troyanov, dqmty director of 
the Institute of Pl^sics and Power 
Engineering.

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Visas and Politics 


There was a time when visas on United 
States passports created gosnp. Men with 
women .who were not their wives, or womeo 
with men not their husbands could and often 
were barred. Then this form of supervision 
over individual conduct waned, and consuls, 
passport officials and the public at large be- 
gan to concentrate on political connections. 
Both of these subjects aroused controvert, 
but at least the arguments were less bitter 
and costly then than they are now, as the 
State Department reluctantly consents to 
low PrioK Minister Ian Smith of Rhodesia 
and some of his colleagues in what is sup- 
posed to be the transitional government from 
white-ruled Rhodesia to black-dominated 
Zimbabwe to visit the United States. 

• * * 

The technical argument put forward by the 
State Department for initially refusing visas 
to the Smith group is not, of course, without 
some validity. The Rhodesian government is 
the sulgect of sanctions and diplomatic em- 
bargoes by many countries, including the 
United States. So visas could in theory be 
withheld from officials of that govonment. 
But, by the same token, the Unit^ States has 
been active in n^otiations to create a legiti- 
mate government in Salisbury; its iq>reseata- 
tives have met with those of Mr. Smith as 
well as with the prime minister himself. Un- 
der those drcumstances, why bar him from 
U.S. soil? Admittedly the United Nations 
has taken action gainst the Smith r^jme, 
but surdy not every action in Turtle Bay is 
taken all that seriously in Washington. 

The main point of the quarrel is that a 
group of conservative senators, headed 1^ 
SeiL Hayakawa of California, invited Mr. 
Smith to the United States at a time when 
the Carter administration (as well as Britain's 
Labor government) had a pronounced tQt 
toward accepting no transition plan for Rho- 
desia that was not acceptable to the fighting 
men of the Patriotic Front 
* * 

Mr. Smith was largdy responable for 
blocking British moves toward majority rule 


in Rhodesia and creating the present govern- 
ment there. His present white-black govern- 
ment, wUch is supposed to hold a free gener- 
al elation, has been the subject of mudi con- 
trovert abroad and squabbles within its own 
ranks. It has acted strongly against Patriotic 
Front political action as as against their 
miiitaiy strikes and has banned the only 
black newspaper in Rhodesia. It is by no 
me^ a.p^ect solution to the transition 
period, and may not even be a practicable' 
one. But its members can argue that all 
Smith initiatives toward shifting from minor- 
ity to majority rule have been opposed by the 
Patriotic Front and thdr supporters in nd^- 
boring black states — that what the front 
wants is not necessarily what the black ma- 
jority wants; that it as. its leados have 
bluntly stat^ mHitaiy victoty rather than a 
decision at the polls. 

* * * 

In other words, die present Smith govern- 
ment and its goals, \i^iile they must be 
viewed with suspicion after Smith’s long rac- 
ist rule, cannot be ruled out completdy in 
favor of the warlike black Patriotic Front 
and the “front-line” states that comprise 
Rhodesia's blade neighbors. The United 
States may not be able to force an equitable 
settlement on Rhodeda — British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen has admitted Britain’s 
inability to do sa and it hope that the United 
Nations will take the lead in woridng out a 
settlement But since what Mr. Smith has 
done is ostensibly aimed toward such a set- 
tlement and since the United States has tak- 
en an active role in trying to bring such a 
solution about the Smith government should 
not be denied the right to talk to Americans 
at home. It is too bad that the State Depart- 
ment got this visa business so badly snailed, 
but at least it has at last reached a reasonable 
condusion, and the Smith ^kesmen can 
come to the United States. 

But one may fed a little wistful about the 
old domination of persc^ morality in visa 
disputes. Crimes of passion can bring their 
own tragedies — but the crimes and follies of 
politics are far grimmer. 


Going, Going and Gone 


It's been a troubled season for the strong- 
men of Iran, Nicaragua and South Africa — 
and for the Western community to which 
tb^ embarrassingly adhere. Their frailty and 
brutality are forcing the United States to ip- 
csiculate a gain its often conflicting stakes in 
security, commerce and human rights on 
three continents. 

* * * 

While Messrs. Carter, Begin and Sadat 
were hammering out their peace at Camp 
Davi<L their solid ally, the Shah of Iran, was 
teetering on his throne. It would have been a 
bad bargain indeed for them to find each 
other while losing him, in fact, their peace 
depends on him, and his difficulties probably 
spurred them toward agzeemmt Certainly 
the Carter administration came to the un- 
comfortable recognition that it had to help 
the shah survive a fierce challenge from a 
combined opposition of left and ri^t 

He sits, with his oil, astride the Russians’ 
easiest path to the Middle East He stands, 
among Musliins, as an enlightened conserva- 
tive against the radical the feudaL So 
long as he and the princes of Saudi Arabia 
survive, the West will be assured of access to 
their oil and of a vital role in the region’s 
d^ense. The shah is not the most beni^ of 
monarefas; the severity and corruption of his 
reign have aroused much le^timate com- 
plaint But his domestic opposition is notable 
for the fact that it exists; it is the conse- 
quence not only of his repressions but also of 
lus economic i^orms and political modern- 
ization. 

The only conceivable alternative to the 
Shah in Iran would be not democracy or con- 
stitutional monarchy but a military junta less 
able than he to control Iran's Marxists and 
religious reactionaries. Americans need not 
therefore apologize for the opportunism that 
lea^ them to prefer the tyrant th^ know to 
one they don’L They can only hope that this 
summers scare will have reminded the shah 
to build his empire on more than one mortal 
pillar. 

* * * 

The tyrant we know in Nicaragua, by con- 
trast, seems worse than any possible succes- 
sor. Gen. Anastasio Somoza has ruled, like 
his father and brother, with a private army 
for private gain, and without redeeming 


reform. ViitukUy every social and politics^ 
faction, induding conservative businessmen 
and Roman Catholic priests, have united in 
opposition. Once the Carter administration 
made plain its distaste for a dynasty that 
U.S. aid and arms had preserved in power for 
45 years, the pot boiled over into a bloody 
civil war. 

Gen. SomcKin has now put down the rebel- 
lion at enormous cost, inasting that only his 
survival can prevent the rise of another Cas- 
tro. But the longer he dings to his wealth and 
power the greater will be the appeal of Nicar- 
agua's Robin Hoods. That is niiy the Organi- 
zation of American States, thou^ reluctant 
tointetfere in a member’s domestic affairs, is 
unofficially asking the general to retire whQe 
he can. And the United States seems to have 
persuaded bim to rdease his major political 
prisoners so as to arrange an eariy dection. 
But the victor in battle is not likdy to yidd 
power without further pressure. If North 
Americans show themsdves unafraid of his 
Co mmunis t-scare stories, we may yet hdp to 
bring better times to Mcaragoa. They can 
haixliy become worse. 

* * * 

As for South Africa, its rdations with the 
rest of the world are sure to deteriorate fol- 
lowing the retirement of the ailing prime 
minister, John Vorster. Although widdy con- 
demned as the fierce defender of racial apar- 
theid, he h»l the stature at home to try from 
time to time to appease his nation’s black 
majority and blat^ neighbors. In his final 
act, however, he withdr^ from a deal to let 
the United Nations prepare the path for an 
independent black r^jme in Namibia, the 
rich territory of South-West Africa that 
South Af ricans ham nm as their own since 
World War I. • 

‘His successor, Pieter Botha, may move to 
e liminat e some of the Ugliest forms of social 
discrimination in South Africa, but he has 
been an uncompromising ha^ mi interna- 
tional questions, and notably in the effort to 
retain control over Namibia. There will be no 
budging him on this in the early months as 
he sedrs to secure his power at home with 
acts of defiance abroad. In U.S. eyes, a de- 
plorable F^ime wOI bdiave more dl^lorably 
still, and Western commerdal interests will 
collide even more starkly with our most basic 
values.

Nostalgic

Take the Chicago conspiracy do- 
fendants as an exanqile. Various 
obsorvex^ apparently sedting to 
dinxise l^tly of the spirit of the 
19Dds, cake satisfactimi from the 
“failure** of those prosecuted in 
that trial, from our mparent aban- 
doning of the barricade. 

I see it differently. We have not 
been without our petty conceits, 
even our imbecQitii^ but on the 
whde we ate still tni^ to live lives 
of social responsibmty. I now diair 
^e Campaign for Economic 
Democracy, a grass-roots effort to 
brirtg giut corporations under 
demiocratic controL David Ddl- 
inger 6(fits a poHHf-fll and 

contimies to demonstrate, against 
pnriftgr weapons anri other threats 
to the human race. Jeny Rubin 
continues his quest fm a uerapen- 
tic revolution.' Bobby Seale writes 
books and is wmldng in sodal ser^ 
vice TOO^ams. Lee Wdner ami 
J<rfm Ftomes ar e in Washington, 
Lee with the ACTION pro|cam 
and John with the Occu^nonal 
Health and Safety ^en^. Our 
main lawyets in the trial, w iiUain 
Kunstler and Leonard Weinglass, 
contiiuie to r^resent unpopular 
defendants. Abbie Hoffman hu lit- 
erally dropped out, since he's 
fOFCM to lire as a fugitive to avdd 
a long jail sentence on an old drug 
charge, but only Rennie Davis has 
drooled ytitical activism — and 
that to undertake a spiritual life.

So while we are not quite “Hght 
Who Changed the World,” neither 
hare we given the stntggle.

Those wfab may hare ejected 
more might recall that we were dio- 
sen for our role as symbols of pro- 
test in Chicago — not because of 
any special guts, but because Jdm 
Mitdidl's Justice Department de- 
cided to indict a certain panorama 
of scapegoats for a tiiomase tnaL 
We were the best the authorities 
could find, and yet even the jury in 
the end did not ensider ns a coo- 
spiraqr. 

At the heidt of the war and the 
urban riots, those of os locddxm for 
change faced a dosed pditicaT sys- 
tem and it was logical to cany our 
dissent into the streets. By dmng 
so, we opened a crack in the sys- 
tem, and (^lened it, it is now 

hardly surprising for os to enter.

Most dmi’t know whether SDS 
stands for the Students for a Dem- 
ocratic Society or the name of a 
detergent 

Ultimatdy, howevex, this shift to 
the right domn’t worry me. The 
adnevements oi the 19^ cannot 
ever be erased entixdy, nor can we 
be pushed ba^ to the i950s. Times 
have rhan gffd too moch. 

Nothing can persuade women 
and minorities, for exanple, that 
they should reset theii con- 
sdousnesses and expectations, like 
the hands of a dodc, to those (rf the 
19S0s. Nothing could convince 
UJS. parmts to send their sons loy- 
ally to die somendiere in the Third 
World. Indeed, recent events like 
the coal millets’ strike, the farmers' 
demonstratioas and tiie Proposi- 
tion 13 vote in California are evi- 
dence of a deiqiemng of populist 
skeptidsm toward all znstitutitms. 


What concerns me more than the 
rise ^ the right is the decline of the 
center. MidS^f-thb-road offidal- 
dem seems to have no answera to 
our econmiuc problems beyond 
those of the New Deal nor to our 
foreign prddems beyond those of 
the cola war. The country is daily 
becoming less governable because 
no consensus of pnrpose binds the 
U.S. peopla Aniericans under age 
18 hare never eiqieaenoed a stable 
two-term presidouty. As ^iraling 
energy costs aggravate the econom- 
ic picture, more and more Ameri- 
cans wfll be conqieting for less and 
less in the “land of oppoxtunity.” 

The political activists of the 
1960s. having now fully cut their 
teeth, will be bade again and again 
with the same philMophy but ex- 
pressed thiDu^ new roles. If the 
1960s brou^ our Urth and deved-

Narrow Issues 

That, to be sure, is far from 
bong a vriidesale daughter of 
incumbents.

“soft” on tax cuts, on the deatii

About SOD old films dating from 
1910 to 1921 have been uncovered 
in their oriraial tins at a construc- 
tion site in 'Dawson in toe Yu- 
kon Temtoiy. Tbe treasure trove of 
ftlms ntclndes long-lost newsreels 
of Worid War I as wdl as melodra- 
mas feauring such stais of yester- 
year as LQlian Russdl, Liona Bar- 
rymore and Mae Mniiuy. 

In a few days the piwewiuic col- 
lection win be^ its jouniey lo toe 
^bHc Archives of Canada in Ot- 
tawa for restoration work, posribly 
in conjunction with the D.S. Li- 
hraiy of Congress, according to 
ftffiHftic- The rilent suy 
ties are on decaying nitrate fik^ 
which is higUv IwniiTrimwhie and 
chemically unstable. 

The films were uncovered as con- 
stniction wMkeis razed toe rite of 
an old hodtey arena in Dawson. 
Underneath, they found the re- 
mains of a swumning pooL And in 
Ihe de^ end, where th^ had been 
frozen m permafrost for half e. cen- 
tury, tbe ^ film cans were found.

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'Unpleasant Surprise* 

U.S. Prices Up .9% 
On Wholesale Level 


WASHINGTON, OcL 5 (UPl) — 
Led by an abrupt and unesqiected 
dimb in food costs. U.S. wholesale 
prices climbed 0.9 p e r cent to Sejy 
tember fw the largest monthly ^un 
since spring, the goveminent 
poned today. 

The Labw Department said food 
prices soared by 1.7 percenu the 
largest rise rince April, after railing 
12 pocent in Au^ and 0.3 per- 
cent in July. The overall 0.9 percent 
wholesale price jump was also the 
biggest since laR April’s 1.3 per- 
cenL the department said. Ovoull, 
ndtolesale prices had actually de- 

dined to August for the first time 
in two years.

Even without the volatile food 
price sector, other wholesale prices 
rose 0.6 percent compared to just 
0.4 peroatt to August To make the 
rituatioQ even worse, the depart- 
ment also reported that wholesale 
prices at the intermediate and 
crude stages — those products not 
yet ready for shipment to retailers 
— also turned- m dismal perfor-^ 
mances. 

Intermediate prices rose 0.7 per- 
cenL the biggest gain ance Marob, 
while caiide goods prices jumped 
1.6 percent after falltog for two 
straight months. 

By far. the biggest surprise to the 
report was the large gain to the 
prices of food ready for shipment 
to stqiennarkets. The 1.7 percent 
gain, the dqiartment said, was at- 
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tribuied mostly to a large jump to 
beef and veal prices. 

The deparment said its overall 
wholesale price index, based on 
1967 equals 100, stood at 196.9 lost 
month. Wluriesale prices have now 
risen S2 percent and food is im 
102 percent since^ September 1977, 
the deparunent said. 

The prices of consumer nondur- 
ables other than foods rose 0.6 per- 
cent to Septemto, double the .Aug- 
ust pace. 

On the brighter side, the index 
for consumer durables moved up 
0.4 pereraL much less than the 
August rise of 0.7 percent and the 
1.8 perc e nt suige m July, the de- 
paruneni said. 

White House press seemary

Dotting Kandinsky^s i’s 




>aRIS ( IHT) — When her ac- 
count of liJfe with the paint- 
er WassUy Kandins)^ came out, 
it was sug^ied that Nina 
dinsi^ had been too uncritical, 
too adoring. “Quite sincerely,” 
she says in the Neuilly flat the 
K^dinskvs moved inio ^en it 
was new in 1934. “I was never 
aware of any defects. He was 
honest, inte'tliunu cultivated 
and modest. He bad a 
heart and be was handsome. He 
was, she says, not tall but well 
buili. His gaze, behind severe 
spectacles, was a dancii^ blue. 

His eye. Andre Breton said in 
1938, “lb the eye of one of the 
first and one of the greatest rev- 
olutionaries of vision.” 

Nina von Andreevski married 
Kandinsky in Moscow when he 
was 51 ishe K-iJl not tell her age. 
but she was in her teens and her 
husband was older than her 
father). Kandinsky had been 
ejected from Munich at the start 
of World War I. and a mutual 
friend asked Nina to telephone 


him with a message. Right after 
the conversation, Kandinsky 
painted a watercoior that han^ 
over the large TV in Neuilly: 
“En Hommage a Une Voix 
Inconnue." 

‘Anguish Behind Him' 

When they met. Kandinsky 
was divorced and his liaison 
with the painter Gabriele 
Muenter had ended. He was al- 
ready a considerable figure: His 
paintings had been shoun in 
^rmany. Paris. Switzerland. 
Amsterdam. New York and 
Moscow, and be bad written a 
b^k of memoirs and the diffi- 
cult and valuable “Concerning 
the Spiritual in Art.” He bad 
painted, “m 1910, what has been 
claimed to be the first abstract 
pacing, a watercoior now in 
the Pompidou Center in Paris, 
and be was the co-founder of the 
Blaue Reiter. “By the time we 
met, he was calm and most of hfs 
moments of anguish were behind 
him. " Nina Kandinsky says.

In 1922. th^ joined the 
Bauhaus in Weimar and later 
moved with it to Dessau for 
their happiest years. When the 
Hitler government closed down 
the Bauhaus. the Kandinskys 
settled in Paris and. having been 
Russian and then German, took 
French passports. At the start of 
World War II, U.S. Embassy of- 
ficials invited Kandinsky to seek 
refuge in New York but be pre- 
ferred Europe, althou^ be 
dreamed often of New York — 
seeing it. to his own amusemenL 
as a metropolis of small villas 
with gardens. He died, aged 7S, 
on Dec. 13. 1944. “Thirteen bad 
always been his lucky' number 
and he ^ed without ^feting." 
Mrs. Kandinsky said. 

Th^ had been married on 
Feb. il, 1917. and bad lived 
happily ever after. 

Wives and Monuments 

Nina Kandinsky' is still 
straight-backed, pretty, dark- 
haired: her blue eye shadow and 
fine jewelry should not be taken 
as signs of 'frivolity. She is one of 
that doughty bre^ the artist's 
widow. “Kandinsky used to sav 
that if it were up to painters' 
wives to erect monuments, there 
wouldn't be space to move.'' she 
said some years ago. She is less 
humorous these days about what 
she considers her duty. ‘The 
artist’s uddow is the ^ardian 
and administrator.” she writes in 
her book, “^e is courted, loved, 
coveted, detested, flattered and 
harassed. She is accused of being 
difficult, vain, arrogant, capri- 
cious. unsociable. Jealous, 
despotic, avaricious and egocen- 
tric.'' 

Mrs. Kandinsky keeps a sharp 
eye on Kandinsky exhibitions, 
does a good deal of auibeniica- 
ling (“So many fakes — I saw 20 
last year”), and currently is an- 
xiously following the n^otia- 
tions of the Pompidou Center 
for a November exhibit of about 
30 Kandinskys from Russia, 
possibly including her own 
favorite, “Composition VI.” 

Childless, she has made no fi- 
nal plans for her own collection, 
but m 1976 ^ve 30 Kandinsky's 
to the Pompidou Center, becom- 
ing its biggest single benefactor. 
She has seven decorations, in- 
cluding that of Officer of the Le- 



^on d'Honneur. Kandinsky had 
none. 

She con be brutal — asked 
whether there are many Kandin- 
skys in England, her prompt re- 
ply is. “They haven't any 
money” — and she is a veritable 
bulldog about protecting 
Kandinsky's name. 

“The aim of my book is to dot 
the i's. because critics often 
don't do their research.” The 
book was published in Germany 
two years ago and last month in 
France (“Kmdinsky et Moi.” 
Flanunarion). “Kandinsky was 
always furious about the Blaue 
Reiter: it was founded by only 
two persons. Kandinsky and 
Franz Marc. Kandinsky told roe 
people used the name later for 
all sorts of things. 

“Also, in 1911. in St. Peters- 
burg. Kandinsky gave a lecture 
in which he read pans of ‘Con- 
cerning the Spiritual in An.' So 
It wasn't Malevich who invented 
the ^uare, but Kandinsky. 
Malevich only used the square in 
1913. Kandinsl^ wrote the book 
in 1910. These are only two 
examples." 

Lilre many deep people. Kan- 
dinsky seemed full of superficial 
contradictions. The intrepid ex- 
perimenter was deeply conserva- 
tive; ±e earnest theorist, who 
only turned to painting in his 
30s after a successful career m 
law and ethnology, worked in

And a lot of his students 
would ^ back to landscape&” 

Kandinsky loved nature. He 
was startled when Mondrian 
came to lunch at Neuilly and 
having been gjven the place of 
honor t^posite the blossomi^ 
chestnut trees, suddenly said, 
“How awfd that is." “What is 
aw^ul?” Kandinsk y aSked “All 
those trees.” 

The two changed places. 

When he came to Paris, Kan- 
dinsky was at first coolly

us," his wife says. 

In Bauhaus days Kandinsky 
had admired Mies van der Rohe 
but not Gre^ius or Le Corbusier

“Poor things"). Paul Klee was 
his lifelong friend In Paris he 
was friend^ with Arp, Miro, the 
Delaunays. He want^ to meet 
Matisse but never did; he 
thought the posi-Cubist Picasso 
insincere. Marcel Duchamp 
found them their Paris flaL 

Nina Kandinsky has changed 
the flat as little as possible and 
some of the furniture goes back 
to Kandins ky’s Qrst dqtaiture 
from Russia at the turn of the 
century. In the dining room are 
the black and white circular 
chairs ( Kandins ky was then in 
his circle period) that Marcd 
Breuer made for them and in the 
studio is his famous Wassily 
chair, named after Kandinrity. 

The paintings in the flat in- 
clu^ a Douamer Rousseau, two

period in oval, famfly-portrait- 
style frames that he likra to refer 
to as “my ^andfathei” and “my 
grandmotber," a 1944 Kandin- 
sky of great serenity and a 1904 
flgtirauve scene of Morocco. 

“Look at the paving stones; 
Mondrian didn't do that un^ 
1916," Mis. Kandinsky says. 
“And look at the white. It hasn't 
budged. Cubist whites have all 
yellowed." 

The studio, which Mrs. Kan- 
dinsky never entered while her 
husband was working, has on its 
right-hand side narrow shelves 
lined with the colors that Kan- 
dinsky ground with a chemist’s 


precision (some go back to pre- 
World War I Munich days), ^e 
feeli^ of rigor remains, and the 
effleient ciansmanship. But the 
ringing coloFS and riiythms are 
gone. 

Until Kandinsl^s death, hus- 
band and wife had never been 
apart. In a sense Mis. t ^din - 
sky’s ferodmis devotion is a way 
of uyu^ to fill the void. It is aim 
a continuation of what she 
always done.
